PRESIDENT ASKED TO MAKE 
IT THIS NATION'S POLICY TO 


INSURE AXIS DEFEAT 


WASHINGTON,

The White House said today that 
more than 150 prominent Ameri- 
can citizens had urged President 
Roosevelt to "make it the settled 
policy of this country to do every- 
thing that may be necessary to 
insure the defeat of the axis pow- 
ers." 


The group, comprising 
editors, 


lawyers, authors, educators, actors 
and religious and labor 
leaders, 


set forth their appeal in a tela- 
gram. 


They urged that all possible be 


done to promote 'resistance to the 
plausible but fatal arguments of 
appeasement." 


Evidently for the purpose of In- 


forming the President what they 
think a large section of the Amer- 
ican people would like to hear in 
the Chief 
Executive's 
Sunday 


night radio speech, the group said: 


"We ask you to tell us what we 


believe to be the truth, that the 
materials of war and the military 
and naval air strength we 
now 


have and the implements we can 
now produce are enough to make 
certain the defeat of the axis pow- 
ers, so long as Britain Is on her 
feet and fighting, but that with 
Britain down, they are not enough 
and may not in the future be In- 
creased enough to hold the whole 
world at bay."

NEAR FOUR HUNDERD 


VIOLENT DEATHS 


NEW YORK LEADS, WITH 
PENNSYLVANIA AND TEXAS 


TIED FOR FIFTH PLACE 


(By The Associated Press-) 


A holiday toll of at least 302 


violent deaths waa recorded today 
In reports of the nation's observ- 
ance of Christmas. 


Traffic accidents accounted for 


274 fatalities Christmas Eve and 
Christmas Day while 109 other re- 
portcfd violent deaths swelled the 
total from coast to coast to more 
than half the three-day week-end 
toll of 678 last Christmas. 


Lives wore claimed in the latter 


group by suicides, fires, poison- 
ings, explosions, drownings, 'stab- 
bings and 
asphyxiation. 


Of the 48 states and the Dis- 


trict of Columbia, New York led 
with 41 deaths followed by Cali- 
fornia with 30, Ohio with 20 and 
Illinois with 28. Pennsylvania bad 
24 and Texas, 24.

partments In assumed by his ap- 
pointees.

does not attempt to interfere with 
the administration of departments 
where he has made appointments.

aloud the Scripture's "Be ye also 
ready!" 


Preparedness is democracy's pre- 


dominant problem. By 
this 
we 


mean far more than an adequate 
supply of guns and tanks and ships 
and airplanes. These are but in- 
cidental to the greater problem of 
prepared mind and hearts. With- 
out panic, but with clear percep- 
tion, the people should be making 
ready for "the day" which la so 
near us. 
We need first a stouter morale— 


and a morale that expresses itself 
in morals. 
A 
loose-livlngr-loving, 


liffht-mlnded, 
happy-go-lucky peo- 


ple simply cannot possess a mo- 
rale equal to the present 
crisis. 


There must be a stern amendment 
of morals, and a return 
to 
the 


deeper character and convictions 
which made our forbears great. 
Private conduct 
is 
unbreakably 


linked with public welfare. Only 
good men and women can main- 
tain a nation's greatness. France 
fell, in shame 
and tragedy, 
be- 


cause loose morals had weakened 
the morale of her leaders and of 
her people. 


Back to Belief. 


Everybody does some thinking 


on his own account; and this hour 
is 
a challenge 
to think 
things 


through. All of the latent Intellec- 
tual and spiritual possibilities of 
each of us must be called upon. 
For we confront the world's su- 
preme crisis. 


By the road of clear thinking, in 


a time of prevailing mental fog, 
we arrive at the conclusion made 
clear by today's Lesson, that only 
by probity and 
faithfulness, 
by 


loyalty to one's highest trust, may 
we be made ready for the decisive 
reckoning. 


This calls us back to belief In 


the Book's great simplicities. For 
we must have Divine Power to 
achieve humanity's 
great 
goals. 


Democracy 
Is an ideal unattain- 


able apart from the clear convic- 
tions taught by the Bible, A great 
selflessness, a great cleanness of 
character, a great loyalty to the 
welfare of man and to the will of 
God, 
are 
simply 
tndlspenslble. 


That Is why 
a 
real 
democracy 


must first of all be a Theocracy. 
We are on the road to true pre- 
preparedness when we are follow- 
ing, 
and pointing out to others, 


the teachings of Jesus Christ. 


A Good Time Coming. 


Amidst the turmoil of our time, 


a brave new world is in the mak- 
ing. Ancient injustices of man are 
abating. The long unheeded voice 
of the poor is being heard; the ar- 
rogance of the rich Is softening. 
Leveling brotherly love Is being 
found anew in bombed cities and 
on bloody battlefields. Tear-cleared 
eyes are seeing for the first time 
the worth of -man, and the great 
simplicities of life. Out of our pres- 
et black night is being born a new 
day, wherein justice and 
kindli- 


ness will reign; because 
in 
the 


present purgation men are learn- 
ing the old, true goals of life, as 
set forth by Scripture's seers and 
Savior. 


Fitness for the great tomorrow 


of which an ever-Increasing num- 
ber of men and women are dream- 
ing comes only from allegience to 
a Supreme Will. As, one by one, 
people address the loving Father, 
with, "Lord, what wilt Thou have 
me do?" they learn the answer of 
personal fidelity, of personal god- 
liness, or personal peace. The new 
era, whlch-is the Kingdom of God 
on earth, comes by the obedience, 
one by one, of men 
and 
women 


and little children, to tho beauti- 
ful will of God. There is no mass 
movement, no sweeping legislative 
enactment, no regimentation im- 
posed hy political or military au- 
thority, that will effect this trans- 
formation. You and I must pre- 
pare our hearts as if there were no 
other person's help needed for this 
great preparedness. 


An Told In a Story. 


As 
usual, 
Jesus wrapped His 


teaching in a parable. He pictured 
the servants of an absent master, 
who had kept faithful watch, and 
were found ready for him upon his 
return. Later in the story, Jesus 
portrayed the unfaithful stfiwards;

:he Danube and the Rumanian 
province of Moldavia as far West 
as the Slretul river after the first 
of the year. 
The Rumanian po- 


lice sought to stem an exodus 
of Moldavian residents by deny- 
ing what they called these "alarm- 
ist rumors." 


Diplomatic sources saw the pos- 


sibility of action against Turkey 
in a German "drang nach osten" 
(drive to the east), or that the 
Nazis were contemplating aid to 
the hard-pressed Italians by at- 
tacking Greece through Bulgaria. 


The theory that the Nazi troop 


movements concerned Russia waa 
given some color by reports 
of 


travelers from Germany, who said 
rail traffic In the eastern part of 
the relch was being disrupted by 
the passage of troop trains to- 
ward the Soviet frontier and into 
Slovakia. 


Regarding the breakdown of the 


German-Italian-Ruaslan discussions 
to determine who should control 
the mouth of the Danube, diplo- 
matic sources said the Italian and 
Russian delegates had engaged in 
fist fights and refused to speak 
to one another when the confer- 
ence broke up. 


The Ruslans object to Italian 


participation, contending the fas- 
cists had no Interest in the Dan- 
ube, 
but 
Mussolini's 
representa- 


tives announced the Rome gov- 
ernment had purchased two small 
tugboats to fly Italian flag! on 
the Danube.

ercise and sun are at their lowest 
ebb. 


Big companies employing 1,000 


or more clerical workers each are 
lining up substitutes to be brought 
In If absences become so numer- 
ous that the regular flow of work 
la impared. 


Executives of smaller concerns 


arc keeping their fingers crossed, 
warning workers to take care of 
themselves, and hoping for 
the 


best. 


"For 
the people who work at 


desks, January always has been 


worst month of the year for ab- 
sences," says one personnel man 
who has been watching trends In 
his company for twenty-five years. 


"I'm no doctor, 
but 
over the 


years I've worked out my own the- 
ories on why people get sick 
in 


January," he continued. "One Is 
that people get less sun and cut 
down on exercise. January is us- 
ually a colder month 
than 
the 


other two and as a result people 
get less fresh air then than in any 
other month. 


"In big cities, there's too much 


artificial living. Peeople don't eat 
the right food. Their resistance to 
colds Is lowest in January when, 
If sense were used, efforts should 
be made to keep it the highest. 


''The way the Business year is 


arranged, too, has a lot to do with 
January illness. December in many 


concerns Is the buiicst month of 
the year. Sales have to be tabulat- 
ed for the annual reports. Inven- 
tories must be taken. Over-time 
work In clerical departments Is 
the heaviest In December. On top 
of this, many people are busy with 
Christmas and New Year's festiv- 
ities. Excitement keeps them go 
Ing on long work and play hours 
and 
little 
sleep. 
The let-down 


comes in January. The result Is 
work-hours lost to corporations,"
